Lizzie s Trail Inn Restoration Receives Funding 

Local landmark gets needed backing for restoration 


his knowledge of local historical buildings. Watts hopes to 
complete the external restoration in phase one. 

Originally budgeted at $25,000, phase one includes sup¬ 
porting the foundation, fumigating, rebuilding of the porch, 
reframing of dtwrs, re-roofing, applying plywood and/or red¬ 
wood sheeting over walls and painting. 

Phase two concentrates on the interior including flooring, 
electrical, plumbing, painting and rebuilding the counters. The 
committee hopes to have $5,000 for this phase. 

The final step, phase three, decorates the Inn with period 
restaurant equipment, interactive computer displays and a 
security sy.stem. Pha.se three is estimated at $15,000. 

The restoration committee hopes to finish as much as pos¬ 
sible with the money received thus far received and will hold 
fundraisers to help supplement the rest of the project. Every¬ 
thing from selling Lizzie's merchandise, to photocopied re¬ 
prints of historical bcxiks is being planned to raise money. 

One of these books, ‘The Annals of Sierra Madre”, is cur¬ 


rently available for $30.(X) by contacting the Sierra Madre 
News. Library or Historical Preservation Society directly. This 
unusual 206 page bewk was printed in 1950 and is a compila¬ 
tion of stories atx)Ut Sierra Madre by the Early Settlers of our 
town.

The Lizzie's Inn project is hoped to be complete by Wist¬ 
aria time, March of 1996. and is kxtking for volunteers inter¬ 
ested in helping Don Watts with construction or donating 
information or items for the interior.

The Sierra Madre Historical Preservation Society an¬ 
nounced this week that they have received $7,500 from a 
charitable foundation in the area to begin the restructuring of 
the deteriorating external structure of Lizzie's Trail Inn. 

In July, the News ran the full history of the inn which is 
located at the foot of the Mt. Wilson Trail and has been in 
existence since the I890's as everything, a restaurant, an inn. 
and even a speakeasy. 

According to Lizzie's Trail Inn Committee member Dr. 
Bill White, who helped secure the funds, the money will be 
used to begin phase one of the three phase project. 

“The building is essentially resting on rocks. Our first pri¬ 
ority is to secure the foundation and then put a new shell 
around it.”

As the rose floats head down Colorado Blvd on New Years 
Day, many people dream of the magical experience of riding 
in the parade. 

Now the Sierra Madre Rose Float is offering the chance 
for people to make that dream come true. As a fund raiser, the 
Association is offering seats on this year's entry - the Red Car 
Trolley as it travels its historic route. This experience would 
truly be a 'Dream of Yesteryear.' 

Eight seats were originally offered at $500, each, and four 
have already been purchased. Seats on the Sierra Madre lloai 
are offered on a first come, first served basis. You must be 
18 years or older and be agile enough to practice exiting the 
float quickly for fire drills and you will need to attend techni¬ 
cal inspections before the parade date and sit in an assigned 
seat during the parade.

Small Town Prayers for a Small Country

As horrific dispatches of 
war atrocities filter out of 
Bosnia, the world’s varied re- 
actions have gradually fo¬ 
cused on the need to do some¬ 
thing. Out of that has grown 
a grassroots movement that 
has arrived in Sierra Madre. 

Aug. 11 was the kickoff 
date for a worldwide prayer 
vigil for peace in Bosnia and 
Herzegovina. Originally 
scheduled to conclude on 
Sept. 11, it has since been 
extended to Nov. 11—Veter¬ 
ans Day, the anniversary of 


the armistice that ended 
World War I. Not coinciden¬ 
tally. war was sparked by 
the assassination of Prince 
Ferdinand by a Serbian na¬ 
tionalist. 

Los Angeles prayer time 
is 12 noon, but times vary 
around the globe in accor¬ 
dance with different time 
zones A flyer listing the 
prayer times states, “The only 
spokesperson for this event is 
the voice inside each person’s 
heart.’’ No official gatherings 
have yet begun at local 
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churches, but Father Michael 
Bamberger of Episcopal 
Church of the Ascension said 
he was aware of the vigil. 
“Nothing formal is going on 
[at the church], though we 
pray for peace in Bosnia ev¬ 
ery day here in church. We 
pray for all areas troubled by 
warfare, but for three areas in 
particular: Sri Lanka, Bosnia, 
and the former Soviet 
Union.” A suggestion to in¬ 
clude the children of Bethany 
Christian School in the vigil 
was being discussed at 
presstime. Individual Sierra 
Madreans have been circulat¬ 
ing word of the vigil at cof¬ 
feehouses, at church, and in 
personal conversations, and 
bumper stickers urging “Pray 
for Peace” can be spotted 
around town. 

The purpose of this inter¬ 
faith vigil is to cross lines of 
culture and religion to acti¬ 
vate “collective spiritual 
power” to restore peace. It is 
an unusual undertaking, but 
some precedents do exist. 

During the Persian Gulf 
War, a series of well-attended 
interfaith prayer services was 
coordinated by All Saints 
Church in Pasadena, Leo 
Baeck Temple in West Los 
Angeles, and the Islamic 
Center in downtown Los 
Angeles. The community 
witnessed an impressive ex¬ 
ample of disparate faiths 
highlighting their connec¬ 
tions, moving past cultural, 
religious and historical differ¬ 
ences to establish common 
ground. 

There was a widely pub¬ 
licized effort to harness col¬ 
lective spiritual power in 
1987, the “Harmonic Con¬ 
vergence,” but it suffered 
somewhat from public and 
media skepticism. It was not 
embraced by mainstream re¬ 


ligions. 

Perhaps the most interest¬ 
ing example can be found in 
the annals of World War II 
history. During the Battle of 
Britain, an English officer. 
Major Tudor Pole, instituted 
a minute of national silence 
each day at noon. The BBC 
broadcast the tolling of Big 
Ben while the British prayed 
for victory over Hitler. This 
was at a time when England 
was being savaged by 
airstrikes from the German 
Luftwaffe, and military wis¬ 
dom dictated that England 
could be taken. However, the 
island nation stubbornly 
fought back, and the Ger¬ 
mans retreated. (An aide to 
Hitler has been quoted as 
blaming Germany’s failure to 
invade England on a mysteri¬ 
ous “secret weapon” associ¬ 
ated with Big Ben.) Many 
meditation groups also met 
throughout Britain during the 
war. To this day, there are 
those who insist it was the 
power of prayer that pushed 
back the enemy. 

In 1995, much attention 
has been focused on wide¬ 
spread violence in our soci¬ 
ety. This begs the question, 
does giving so much energy 
to violence make it more 
prevalent? Conversely, 
would an application of that 
same energy to peace have 
similar results? Recent events 
have indicated an increased 
willingness in Bosnia to meet 
at the diplomatic table. This 
international prayer vigil of¬ 
fers an opportunity to holster 
not only the guns in hand but 
the “guns in our heads”* of 
anger and frustration, to hold 
hands and open minds to 
more creative avenues to 
peaceful coexistence.

Dear Mr. Runyon: 

In your daily column you 
write of many things and you 
reach many people. There¬ 
fore, I am asking if you will 
consider writing something a 
little different than usual and 
point up something that is 
rarely discussed, namely, 
cruelty to animals. I know 
you are a lover of pets, the 
same as many of us, and per¬ 
haps a word from you would 
help. It is useless to try to 
reform the world and the 
many ignorant, brutal people 
in it, but a newspaper has a 
powerful voice and I am sure 
it would be noticed by many. 

This letter is prompted by 
an experience I had yesterday 
morning. I have a small shop 
on South El Molino Avenue 
and about nine o’clock when 
I went there to load my tmck, 
a small kitten was lying on 
the ground. He was a tiny 
fellow, not over six weeks 
old, I am sure. He had appar¬ 
ently been thrown there in a 
paper sack as he had suc¬ 
ceeded in crawling partly out 
of the sack and was lying on 
the damp ground. From the 
appearance of the sack he has 
been there most of the night. 
Some sadistic bastard had left 
him there to die. I picked him 
up and cuddled him in my 
hands for perhaps a half 
minute. He seemed to sense 
that someone was holding 
him because he feebly tried to 
raise his head and at the same 
time he reached out and 
clasped my finger with his 
paws. But even-as he did so 
he gave a long sigh, straight¬ 
ened out and went limp in my 
hands. His head dropped and 
his tiny paws fell from my fin¬ 
ger, and life had left forever. 

AT THAT moment some¬ 
th! ng happened to me, Mr. 
Runyon. Not only a great 
feeling of pity, but a terrible 
anger filled my who being. 
Here was not only a senseless 
piece of brutality, but an ex¬ 
ample of what is wrong with 
the work today. No wonder 
we are in a world filled with 
hatred and cruelty. We have 
too many people who live 
that way. We live in a beau¬ 
tiful world, but too often the 
ugly spirit of humanity comes 
out and clouds the view. We 
are taught Christianity, but 
some people prefer to inflict 
pain and death on others, with 
no cause. Perhaps in this 
rich, wonderful and tremen¬ 
dous world there was no 
room for this tiny grey kitten. 
Perhaps he would, in the eyes 
of some, have been a nui¬ 
sance and a burden. But why 
dispose of a dumb creature in 
this manner? We have veteri¬ 
narians who will painlessly 
put an animal to sleep for a 
nominal charge, and our own 


Pasadena Humane Society 
will do the same. 

SOME WILL wonder: 
“Why the fuss over the death 
of a kitten?” My answer is 
that he had as good right to 
live as any of us. The same 
Divine Spirit that brings us all 
here brought him. He was a 
living, breathing entity, but 
because he was tiny and help¬ 
less and could not speak for 
himself, he was thrown out to 
freeze and die. And if I could 
know the vermin who did it I 
would say this to him. “There 
is no punishment I can think 
of that would fit your case. 
But in any event the Inexo¬ 
rable Law will take care of 
you in due course. But my 
fervent wish is that when you 
come to the end of the road, 
you will be fully conscious, 
and that in your very last 
moment you will hear a voice 
and feel the touch of a hand, 
and know it is too late.” 

I hop this letter about the 
death of a kitten will prompt 
you to write an article that 
will do better than I to lessen 
such activities. Ignorance 
and brutality usually walk 
hand in hand, and perhaps a 
few will heed your words and 
ponder before they do this 
kind of deed. People have 
laws and courts to which they 
can appeal in time of trouble. 
Dumb animals have the 
mercy and tenderness of the 
human heart as their only ref¬ 
uge and there is not court of 
last appeal for them. I beg of 
you to speak a few words for 
those who cannot speak for 
themselves.

Fryeburg, Maine — In the 
shadow of the White Moun¬ 
tains of New Hampshire on 
the west, Fryeburg, Maine is 
a mecca for "leaf peppers" 
every autumn.

Mr. Brink, one of the 
15.000 subscribers, was on 
hand to address TCI 
cablevision with his com¬ 
plaints and concerns. 

Mr. Brink ques¬ 
tioned TCI’s programming 
methods, particularly in re¬ 
sponse to the deletion of a 24 
hour Weather Channel. Mr. 
Brink said, “1 don’t under¬ 
stand why the subscribers 
aren’t notified or given a say 
when you make a program¬ 
ming decision to remove or 
change a regularly scheduled 


show or channel.” 

TCI officials re¬ 
sponded by explaining that 
programming decisions were 
based entirely on subscribers 
direct interests. Subscriber’s 
interests are compiled by 
various surveys, letter and 
telephone requests. 

Recently, along 
with their gas bill, city resi¬ 
dents received a question¬ 
naire. The survey that was 
compiled by the city was 
based on 1144 respondents. 
Out of those respondents, 68 
percent subscribed to cable. 
TCI refused to admit the find¬ 
ings of the survey because 
they determined it was not 
accurate. TCI officials argued 
the validity of the survey be¬ 
cause it was not conducted in 
a “scientific manner.” 

TCI cablevision is 
currently conducting a scien¬ 
tific random survey through a 
national survey house to re¬ 
evaluate subscriber interests.

“Twenty 
years ago people thought four 
and sixplexes were crazy; but 
just as the world has changed, 
so must the movie theater 
companies keep pace.

What 
exactly •« this disease and is It very common? 

Hyperthyroidism is a multisystematic disorder from exces¬ 
sive circulating concentrates of the thyroid hormones thyroxine 
(T ) and triiodothyronine (T 3 ). It is common in middle-aged to older 
cats (6-20 years). The most common cause is due to a benign 
adonoma of the thyroid gland that secretes excessively inappro¬ 
priate amounts of thyroid hormones. The high circulating levels of 
thyroid hormones affect many body systems causing a wide van- 
ety of clinical and biochemical abnomrialities. The basal meta¬ 
bolic rate is elevated with increased oxygen consumption in many 
tissues which stresses such organs as the heart, kidney and liver. 
The most common sign is progressive weight loss despite a nor- 
rnal or increased appetite. Other signs include increased water 
consumption and urination, vomiting, diarrhea, elevated heart rate

Not everyone is happy 
with the progress that is being 
made on the Downtown 2000 
project, even in light of the 
work now being done by Se¬ 
quel Construction. 

A member of Neighbors 
for Arcadia, who asked to re¬ 
main unidentified, recently 
called the News with some in¬ 
formation from a local busi¬ 
nessman (who also requested 
anonymity). According to 
this individual, he has stated 
that the Downtown 2000 
project is “not as honest as it 
appears.” 

He believes that the Race 
Track has made an arrange¬ 
ment with the city of Arcadia, 
rather than having the mer¬ 
chants best interests in mind. 
Instead, he says, the actual 
purpose of beautifying the 
street is so that the race track 
will have “a beautiful 
entryway on Huntington 
Drive.” 

City Manager Bill Kelly 
refuted this statement. “We 
want unity in the entire rede¬ 
velopment, but there was no 
deal made only between the 
City and the track,” he said. 

On the other hand, Ludy 
Frew, owner of The Forum 
Salon on Huntington Drive, 
expressed dissatisfaction 
with the construction in front 
of his business. 

Like the businessman, 
Frew seemed to feel that the 
City was not considering the 
businesses’ needs in planning 
the Downtown 2000 project. 
“We went over plans with the 
City Council approximately a 
year and a half ago,” he said. 
“Many of the merchants felt 
that a Metrolink station on the 
comer of Second & Hunting- 
ton, or Santa Anita would be 
a good idea. A consultant was 
paid by the city to come up 
with ideas like this, but in the 
end. the Council voted them 
all down.”

place since “Corfu was real cordial,” according to Carlson. 
Speculation over local reaction was the chief topic of conver¬ 
sation. “We were real interested in the reaction we’d get from 
the town,” Carlson said, “in terms of what type of people it 
would draw—younger people, older Rotarians, or people we 
already know are involved in different community service 
groups.” 

The group needs 25 members in order to charter, Garrett 
explained. Anyone interested in joining needs to live or work 
within the boundaries of Sierra Madre or an adjacent area 
(Pasadena or Arcadia). In response to concerns voiced about 
possible conflict with the local Kiwanis Club, Garrett said,

In this petition we address our prayer to the Holy Spirit 
asking Him to keep us on the straight and narrow as He dwells 
within us. In the original Greek the word “temptation" also 
signifies a test, a trial. When we are tested we prove our fi¬ 
delity and preseverance. Testing helps us to grow and ma¬ 
ture spiritually. In the Old Testament Gtxl tested Abraham 
when He asked Him to sacrifice His only son. Isaac. Moses 
was tested in the desert when he was ordered to strike the rock 
for water. His hesitation was displeasing to God. The Btxik 
of Job is a lengthy account of testings and trials. 

At times our testing comes from without, when we are 
urged and encouraged by someone to deviate from the way 
of life to which Jesus has called us. Testing can also origi¬ 
nate from within us arising from our weak human nature, stir¬ 
ring up our anger, envy, selfishness, judgmental attitudes. The 
Holy Spirit helps us to discern between the testing which is 
essential for our spiritual growth and that employed by the 
devil to lead us into sin. If we become discouraged or dis¬ 
heartened in times of testing and trials, we can find comfort 
in St. Paul's reminder: “Do you not know that you are the 
temple of God. and the Spirit of God. and the Spirit of GtxJ 
dwells in you?" (Cor 3:16) 

The Holy Spirit’s indwelling is a dynamic, operative pres¬ 
ence within us. enlightening and guiding us. strengthening and 
encouraging us as we face the inevitable trials and temptations 
strewn along life's pathway. We can be certain the the Holy 
Spirit will resond magnanimously if we earnestly implore His 
help, as we pray: “Lead Us Not Into Temptation”. 

Jesus promised to be with us always, especially when we 
are beset with heavy burdens and overwhelming problems. 
How gracious is His invitation: “Come to Me. all who labor 
and are burdened, and I will give you rest." (Mt 11:28) St. 
Paul’s encouraging words renew our hope: “God is faithful 
and will not let you be tried beyond your strength; but with 
the trial He will also provide a way out. so that you will be 
able to bear it." (I Cor 10:13)
